Monthly Report — Key Nest Bureau — February 1985 


I . GENERAL 

On 21 February bureau received the "100 Percent Submittal" on 
base housing project, including about 500 pages of specs and 37 
drawings. Both bureau and local NAS Public Works office have 
submitted comments/suggestions through their respective chains of 
command. Next phase is preparation of "Final Submittal" followed by 
design release and advertising of bids, hopefully some time in early 
April. 

II. OPERATIONS 

A. Monitorial. /Editorial. 

February was an unusually busy month, with outgoing 
publishable wordage the highest since March 1984. Fidel Castro kept 
both Key West and Panama staff gainfully employed with a number of 
recorded and published interviews, including a 4-hour session with 
PBS newscaster Robert MacNeil broadcast by Havana on 15 February. 
The Cuban Communist Party held a plenum which demoted/promoted 
several Politburo members in a shakeup related to both ideological 
and economic matters. Other highlights from Cuba included the 
conclusion of Foreign Minister Malmierca's visit to the USSR and 
East Europe, Mexican Foreign Secretary Sepulveda's visit to Havana, 
and ongoing reaction to events in Central America. 

Havana Radio produced an innovation with the promotion of 
radio contests promising prizes/special material incentives to 
listeners first to call in with the right answers to questions on 
revolution slogans, economic campaigns, etc. 

The Dominican Republic economic situation continued to cause 
unrest with continuation of strikes, but no serious violence was 
reported. 
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B. CofnmuQications 

Frequent lengthy outages continue to plague the Caribbean 
News Agency (CANA) dedicated circuit, with problem apparently 
centering on the selector switch at RCA New York relay. 

C. Igchni.cal 

1* The experimental 740— ft single— wire Beverage antenna 
aimed at the Dominican Republic, Haiti and eastern Cuba, installed 
at the end of January, showed a significant improvement in reception 
from these targets. We then investigated possibility of installing a 
full length Beverage at Boca Chica communications site, but 
orientaton of antenna would require installation in an area of dense 
mangrove swamps. Local NAS Public Works office is researching 
availability of more suitable terrain on NAS properties. Meanwhile, 
we are awaiting shipment of coax cable to improve utility of 740-ft 
antenna. Arrangements are also being made to have cruiser tap off 
NAVCOMMUNIT ' s Hermes Loop antenna for evaluation. 

2. A variety of different crystals were installed in one of 
the cruising section's RO printers which led to discovery of 
additional RTTY services, including a number of Cuban hO WPM casts. 

3. Nonexpendable property received from headquarters during 
the month included: a) one Extel RO teleprinter model AF-llR, SN: 
25917; b) one DELTA SRMC antenna multicoupler, SN; 1117; c> one 
Collins 651S-1 radio receiver, SN: 2266; and d> one aluminum 
equipment cart.
